Ours is a two party system, and the two parties 
should represent an honest choice in principles, 
and not simply two organized bodies seeking 
access lo Ihe tax-supported public payroll. 

With this in m.nd, Ihe following represents my 
stand on tho leading specific questions upon 
which a United States Senator would be required 
to take action* 


WORLD COMMUNISM: The World Communist 
Conspiracy poses both an armed menace from 
abroad and a grave subversive threat from within. 
During the past thirty years, almost every EFFLC 
TIVE organization and individual In the antl-Com 
munist ranks has been maligned as ''reactionary." 
"alarmist," "extremist" or worse As a result, half 
of Europe and Asia are behind the Iron Curtain, 
a Soviet government operates 90 miles from our 
Florida coast, and the man whom the American 
People elected as President of the United States 
lies dead in/rlington Cemetery. I associate myself 
with those who have bean warning the Nation of 
such tragedies since this Country first recognized 
the Soviet Union in 1933. and will have more to 
say on the question of developing a sound and 
effective anti Communist foreign and domestic 
policy, as the campaign progresses. 

FEDERAL POWER; Individual freedom, political, 
economic and social, is menaced by the Increasing 
concentration of Fcdoral power in Washington. I 
believe in keeping government as close as pos 
sible to the people, both to preserve liberty and 
to limit wasteful spending which impoverishes 
the productive members of our entire society 

THE SUPREME COURT: The U S. Supremo 
Court has more and more usurped the powers of 
the Legislative Braiich of our Government, and its 
actions in this area must be reversed and con 
troled. I favor the proposed Constitulionai Amend¬ 
ment to create a Court of the Union, to reverse 
Supreme Court decisions which invade the rights 
of the States and of the individual citizen. 

THE BIBLE BAN: On the day the U. S Supremo 
Court ordcrod the Holy Bible removed from the 
Nation's public schools, it restored to the U S. 
mails a pornographic magazine catering to homo¬ 
sexuality. I denounce this decision and urge the 
adoption of the proposed Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment to once again permit the Bible to be read In 
the classrooms of Pennsylvania and tho Nation 


CIVIL RIGHTS: it is our duty as Americans to 
insist that the proper legal rights of all of our 
citizens are strictly observed and protected. In the 
increasing nellonwldc agitation being carried on 
under the slogan of "civil rights." however. & 
number of objectives being sought involve special 
privileges for politically favored pressure groups 
and a tremendous expansion of naked Federal 
power over the states, local communities and 
the individual citizenry. Because it includes many 
of Ihesc improper objectives, I oppose the pending 
Civil Rights Bill which is now pending before the 
U. S. Senate. I aLso specifically condemn local 
schemes to destroy the neighborhood school 
concept, by forcibly bussing children to areas 
far removed from their home surroundings, and 
the recruiting of "mass marchers" from other 
cities and states to coerce local communities by 
the force of mob action. As a law-abiding people, 
change (when favored by either majority or mi¬ 
nority opinion) must bo brought about by Ingal and 
constitutional means, after free public discussion 
of both the pros and cons ol the issue involved 
In the present ' civil rights" agitation, the tactics 
being used are rapidly coming to menace the 
entire fabric of law and order, as well as the 
fundamental rights of free speech and 3 free press 
lor those who raise lawful objection to either the 
aims or methods ol Ihe pressure groups. » call 
upon iruc lovers of liberty to protect the rights ol 
all to freely discuss and debate this crucial issue, 
and insist that both sides conducl their arguments 
Within the framework of respect for law and order. 

METROPOLITAN GOVERNMENT: As a result of 
fiscal irresponsibility in managing revenues in the 
big citfen, most of their governments are heavily 
in debt and verging on insolvency, despite federal 
and state hand-outs. To remedy their deficiencies 
without curtailing tho waste and give away pro 
grams which perpetuate Ihe power of their political 
machines, these cities are increasingly reaching 
out to control and tap tho wealth of surround 
mg residential communities and entire adjoining

Tho informant furnished a preliminary statement by 5taoF..3LiJrj to be released 
bn May 3» 1949 regarding the appearance of the Rationalist ..ction League 
and. the Committoo for Nationalist action, botli organisations having boon 
under the directorship of MnoPi.31ir.WjJ, on the supplemental list of sub¬ 
versive organizations released to the press on April 27, 1949. 5Vie follow¬ 

ing is a summary of that statement 1 

"In view of tho fact the mombers of both organizations . re loyal and 
patriotic cltizons, whoso sole purpose in organizing has boon to oppose 
foreign entanglements and unconstitutional alterations in our fundamental 
jimorican form of government," tho IT tionalist action League and the 
Comnittoc for Nationalist hot ion cuthorizod MaoPAJU..i'D to soak the 
removal of both organizations' nr.mo3 ir om the list prepared in the offices 
of -attorney General CL..HK. In view of the position taken by the Depart¬ 
ment of Justioe, MacFAWAIID indicated that It was interestin': to nota that 
prior to releasing his first edition of tho publication, "l.V.tional Progress" 
in 1945, he addressed statements to the ..ttorncy General indicating that 
ho would send copies of tho publication for review* according to j.ir.cFARI.lND, 
a reply was received from a subordinate of this iXpartmcnt, stating that 
thoy wore not interosted in receiving copies. 

MnoFl.RL.ND advised in his statement that tho Committee for Nationalist 
notion operated for a limited time during the Jcuocratic and Republican 
National C on vontiona of 1948. Following the adjournment of those 
Conventions, tho Committoo was dissolved. The inclusion of the Committee’s 
name on the list issued by the Department of Justico, is, according to 
UacFARIAND, curious, in view of the fact that It has boon out of existence 
for approximately one yoar, 

MacfARLAND stated that the Nationalist Action League was formGd on Friday, 
Octobor 29, 1948 and committed ltsolf to tho task of opposing by Constitutional 
moans, tho influences of Marxism, Communism, Socialism, Political Zionism, 
and uorld *ederationiam, no stated that the organization has given un¬ 
qualified support to tho lawful republican form of government and advised 
that the League's ontiro efforts have boon directed toward opposing doctrines. 
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idoologioe and groups which have proved themselves hostile to the ideals 
of undivided loyalty to our nation. Tho appearance of the Nationalist 
Motion League aa an allegedly subversive organization '.vus a total and un- 
oxpcctod surprise to members of tho League, since none of the organizational 
members hc.vo ever boon questioned by the Justioo Depnr-tnent officials, 
nor have thoy boon provided with the opportunity to submit a v/rittou or oral 
statement of tho aims and objectives of the group. 

On tho basis of the above, tha Leaguo requests that its nan*, and tho nemo 
cf its predecessor be removed from the allegedly subversive list, or 
that its Director be granted an opportunity to presont such evidence 
to th~ Department of Justico as to r.coompli3h this result. In conclusion, 
the Leaguo invitod a comploto investigation of its activities, by tho 
Offico of the . ttornoy lj o nc . ra x, tho Federal Hur onn of Investigation or 
tho Houso Committee of Un-American /.ctivities, I 15 -2-49) k?

WILLIAM H. MAC FAR LAND continues to reside at 876 Granite 
Street, Philadelphia, and to act ae Director of the 
Nationalist Action League, which organization has been 
cited as a Fascist organization by the Attorney General. 
Subject continues to correspond with various Christian 
Nationalist organizations throughout the country. His 
activities during the greater part of 1950 have been 
directed toward launching a propaganda campaign against 
the United World Federalists, an organization which 
advocates world government. MAC, FARLAND has also criti¬ 
cized the fact that American troops are fighting in 
Korea under the U. N. flag ins-iead of the American flag, 
branding thi3 action as treasonable, and has aocused 
President TRUMAN of using the Korean situation for the 
purpose of playing international politics. In April, 
195.0, MAC FARLAND wan linked Uo a group organized on the 
University of Pennsylvania campus for the purpose of 
exposing so-called "pink" professors and students. He 
opposes Zionism and advocates segregation of races, 
maintaining that our nation should ultimately be made 
a white Christian n.iUfon. 
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DETAILS 1 Unless otherwise specified, all informants set forth in this 

report are of known reliability. 

BACKGROUND 


The records of the Philadelphia Credit Bureau dated August 17, 1949, reflect 
that WILLIAM H. MAC FAHLAND is 28 years old, single, and has lived at 876 Granite 
Street, Philadelphia, with his mother, aiwidow, since October, 1946. His previr 
oua residence is listed as 1738 Brill Street. 


The records of the Philadelphia Voters Registration Commission, City Hall Annex, 
reflect that WILLIAM H. MAC FAHLAND resides at 876 Granite Street. Hio former 
address was listed as 1738 Brill Street, Philadelphia. He was bora in Philadelphia 
on May 19, 1921, and has resided in the state during his entire life. He listed 
his occupation on the Voters Registration record as publisher. 


In a let ter dated May 17, 1950, addressed to 


_] New York City, MAC FARLAND .indi cated that he a ttended a maet.ing held at 
irvine Auditorium,May 15, 1950, at whic>| |spoke. In this letter 

MAC FARLAND sets forth the stsp3 he took In organicing the Nationalist Action 
League and the reasons for doing so. His explanation is quoted as follows, 


"During my service with the Army Transportation Corps, Supply Branch (1943), 
I came upon the book 'Undercover,' which was being passed around tha office 
by another civilian employee. I read it from cover to cover and returned 
it to its owner, with the observation that the author seemed only to be 
attacking arti-Conununism. She replied that all anti-Communists are Fascists 
and followed the typical Rad line in seeking to convert. 


"In the summsr of 1948 I organized the Committee for Nationalist Action 
for the specific purpose of opposing FKPC and other left-wing devices 
which threatened to, and later did, become parts of the Republican and 
Democratic Party programs. The Committee worked quite openly supporting 
MAC ARTHUR and the so-called 'DLxiscrat revolt' at the respective party 
conventions. After they had adjourned, the Committee disbanded, since its 
temporary purpose no longer existed. 


"Then on October 29, 1948, I formed the Nationalist Action League. It was 
cited (with the temporary committee named above) on the Attorney General's 
list on April 27, 1949, lass than six months following its formation. 
During this six month period the League had been almost solely active in 
opposing the passage of FEPC legislation in Pennsylvania and the drive for 
TRUlLiN'a program of socialized mediums in Washington. 
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"Unlike)_] and his ilk, who seem desirous of avoiding public 

investigation, I immediately prepared a detailed statement, 'which was 
notarized, in which I (1) denied participation in any kind of subversive 
activity, (2) stated my firm opposition to Fascist as well as Communist 
totalitarianism, (3) seriously questioned the fact that any true Investi¬ 
gation had been made of my organizations prior to their citation, and 
(4) requested a full and open public hearing and investigation, which I 
said would prove the Attorney General's allegations to be unfounded. This 
I submitted with attachments of the literature of the Nationalist action 
league in a personal interview with high Justice Department officials."

On August 23, 1948, he fell out 
of the anergency door of a bus which was involved in a co llision end Injured his 
left hip. MAC FARLAND was given a physical examination bjf after he 

claimed that his left leg did not appear to be as long as 11 was prior to the 
accident. Prior to this accident, MAC FAHLAND had had his left leg shortened by 
2? inches and was waring a built-up left^ioe. 



The doctor's physical examination report reflects that the subject wa3 27 years 
old in 1948 and in good general health. He has had marked nystagmus in both eyes 
since birth, and there is considerable visual impairment in both eyes. He stands 
with the left heel held off the floor, and three-fourths inch elevation under the 
left heel brings the heel to the floor, but the pelvis is tilted too high upward 
on the left side for good balance. The doctor concluded that his examination 
revealed no permanent partial disability as a result of the accident.

B. Subject's Association with 
Anti-Socialist Group at 
University of Pennsylvania 

The April 20, 1950, edition of the "Daily Pennsylvanian," University of 
Pennsylvania campus newspaper, carried an article captioned "CHRISTOPHERS® 
Committee Linked to Group Branded Fascist on Subversive List." This article 
links VERNON CHRISTOPHERS ON, University of Pennsylvania student and head of the 
recently formed "Committee for the Exposure of Socialist Propaganda," to WILLIAM 
HENRY MAC FARLAND, Director of the Nationalist Action League. The purpose of 
this college group was to expose so-called "pink" faculty members and studants 
at the University of Pennsylvania. 

An article appearing in the April 20, 1950, edition of the "Pennsylvania Naws," 
another University of Pennsylvania student paper, entitled "Anti-Socialist 
Outfit Linked to Racist Group as Given to Pennsylvania News Reporter by RAY 
WAGNER," discusses an attempt being made by VERNON CHRISTOPHERS®, a graduate 
student in mathematics at the University of Pennsylvania, to gather a list of 
"pink" professors and students at the University 01 Pennsylvania and to make all 
faculty members take the loyalty oath, RAY WAGNER, a journalism major at the 
University of Pennsylvania, had gorw to VERNON CHRISTOPHEftSON to obtain more 
facts concerning this move when it was learned that he was the person who in¬ 
serted an ad in the "Daily Pennsylvanian" advocating the formation of a committee 
on the campus for the exposure of Socialist propaganda. The article stated that 
CHRISTOPHERS® talked freely when WAGNER asked him if he had sought backing from 
WILLIAM H. MAC FARLAND, Director of the Nationalist Action League. CHRISTOPHERS® 
indicated that he intended seeing MAC FARLAND for advice and backing, arid a sub¬ 
sequent interview with CHRISTOPHER^® by WAGNER brought out the fact that 
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CHRI3T0PHERS0N had talked with MAC FARLAND for two hours and that MAC FARLAND 
had given him a ropy of the newspaper entitled "The Cross and the Flag," pub¬ 
lished by GERALD L. K. SMITH, who is the Director of the Christian Nationalist 
Crusade. The article went on to state that YfAGWER asked CHRISTOPHERSON where he 
got the $100 to start this move on the campus, and CHRISTOPHERSON stated that 
MAC F.iRLAND advised him to keep this matter quiet. 

An article contained in the "Worker" on April 4, 1950, attacking VERNON 
CHRISTOPHERSON for his so-oalled "witch hunt" ir which he attempted to instigate 
a purge of so-called "pink" professors at the University, stated that 
CHRIoTOPHERSCN 1 s only support came from W. HENRY iiUC KARLAMD, who3e Nationalist 
Action League carries on open anti-Negro, anti-Semitic propaganda in conjunction 
with the notorious Blue Star Mathers and similar reactionary groups. The article 
also mentioned MAC FARLAND's attack against the campaign of Lincoln University 
students to have the state's Equal Rights statute enforced at the university town 
of Oxford, Pa., where Negroes are "jim-crowed" and refused service. 

SUBJECT'S ACTIVITY REGARDING ORGANIZATIONS 
AND TRENDS IN 0PP0SITiON TO HIS RELIEFS 


A. Opposition to United 'World Federalists 
and World Government Trends 


On May 1, 1950, MAC FARLAND sent a memorandum entitled "Results of Action Taken 
to Prevent Publio Proparty from Being Used by a Group Seeking to Abolish United 
States Government" to various civic, patriotic, 8rl d veterans ' organizations. 

In this memorandum MAC FARLAND satJ forth the action he has taker, to restrain 
the United World Federalists, Inc., from further use of tax-supported public 
property. MAC FARLAND maintains that United 'World Federalists, Inc., is a pri¬ 
vate corporation maintaining professional lobbyists ir. Washington to further its 
sectarian political program for the abolition of the Government of the United 
Statos of America as we know it today. He goes on to state that the right of 
this organization to functon and to holu public meetings is not being chal¬ 
lenged, but it is clear that the organization has ro legal right to further its 
disloyal principles from rent-free meeting rooms situated in public buildings 
suppor ted by the taxpayers of the City of Philadelphia and tie Commonwealth.

The June 1, 1950, issue of "Common Sense," published at Union, New Jersey, 
carries the following aocount of MAC FARLAND’s attack against the United ’World 
Federalists due to this organization's use of rent-free facilities of the 
Philadelphia Free Library. 
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"By proclamation of Philadelphia's Mayor, BERNARD SAMUEL, the period of April 23 
to 30 was designated as 'World Government VIeek, ' As a part of its observance, 
the United World Federalists, Inc., was granted permission to hold throe rent-free 
meetings in the main lecture room of the Philadelphia Free Library—a public, 
tax-supported institution. Immediate protests resulted. 

"On April 15, W. HENRI MAC FAHLAND, JR., a native Philadelphian, addressed an 
open letter to all City Councilman, calling their attention to the unlawful use 
to which this public property was to be put. Receiving no responsa, he sub¬ 
mitted the same complaint by telephone on April 17 to FRANKLIN H. PRICE, Librarian. 
Upon Mr. PRICE'S refusal to consider the complaint, he submitted a written request 
for facilities where loyal Americans might meet during 'World Government Week' 
to reassert their allegiance to the Government and Flag of the United States. 
Although Mr. PRICE 3eemed to approve this request when contacted by telephone, 
the Board of Trustees of the Library rejected it at an executive meeting on 
April 20. 

"On April 21, as the date of the first World Government meeting (April 24) neared, 
Mr. MAC fARLAND issued a last minute written appeal to the Mayor, as the Chief 
Executive of the Municipality, which was negatively receivsd. 

"All efforts to obtain an official remedy having failed, Mr. MAC FARLAND inaugu¬ 
rated legal action by way of a comp]aint in equity. This named the City of 
Philadelphia, the Board of Trustees o' the Free Library of Philadelphia, and 
United World Federalists, Inc., as defendants. It asked for a preliminary 
injunction restraining the latter corporation from meeting in tha Library on 
April 24, 26, and 28, and for a mandatory injunction preventing the organization 
from doing so at any time in the future. 

"A hearing on the plea was hsld of 1 until May 1, 1050, at which date all meetings 
objected to had been held. Common Pl^as Judge JAMES GAY GORDON, President of 
No. 2 Court, therefore dismissed the request for a preliminary injunction. He 
refused, however, to dismiss the plea for a mandatory injunction prohibiting 
future meetings of this kind. The C33e, instead, has been continued, much to 
the dismay of the United World Federalists, Inc." 

On April 23, 1950, MAC FARLAND sent a letter addressed "My Itear Fellow American" 
to persons he had contacted by correspondence in connection with his activities 
as Editor of "National Progress" or Director of the Nationalist Action League, 
and supporters who had attended meetings of the Nationalist, Action League in 
Philadelphia. MAC FARLAND explains in this letter the efforts he has undertaken 
to prevent the United World Federalists from using the tax-supported Free Library 
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of Philadelphia for throe public meetings by appealing to the Chief Librarian 
of the city and also to the Board of Trustees. 1UC FARLAND mentioned that he had 
decided to take legal action to enjoin United '.TorId Federalists from holding 
these meetings. In order to finance this legal action against the City, 

MIC FARLAND stated he had to borrow #150 from a loan company to cover ths initial 
fee and costs of obtaining a court injunction, and a sked a ll recipients of the 
letter to donate #5.00 to aid in the legal battle. 4/26/50, 5Ao/50) ^ 

On May23, 1950, MAC FARLAND published another mimeographed letter addressed to 
’’Hear Fellow American." In this letter IlnC FARLAND states that the Philadelphia 
Resolution (Housa Resolution 596 ) which he prepared March 21, 1950, was intro¬ 
duced into the past session of the 81st Congress. According to MAC FARLAND, 
Representative HUGH D. SCOTT of Philadelphia refused to present this resolution, 
and it was finally introduced by Representative LAWRENCE H. SMITH of ’Wisconsin 
as House Resolution 596 and was immediately referred to the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. 

The April 15, 1950, issue of "Common Sense," formerly the official organ of the 
Nationalist Action League, carried an article entitled "Itefend Your Country, 

Its Flag and Constitution," The article states that the menace of a World 
Socialist Government is very real arid near. By "misrepresentation and clever 
behind-the-scenes contact with numbers of high office holders in both our 
National and State Govarnmants, the leading pressure group for World Government— 
United World Federalists, Inc.—has managed to have it3 disloyal program approved 
by 110 U. S. Congressmen, 22 U. S. Senators, and 20 State Legislatures." The 
article further states that on March 21, 1950, there was drafted in Philadelphia 
a measure which, if adopted by Congress, could abolish the entire World Government 
scheme. Known as the Philadelphia Resolution (House Resolution 596), this 
measure was introduced into the House of Representatives on May 10, 1950, by 
Representative LAWRENCE H. SMITH (Republican, Wisconsin). 

The article concludes by urging citizens to write to Congressmen demanding 
support of this resolution, and that for further data and information on how 
the resolution progresses, people should keep in touch with W. HENRY MAC FARLAND, 
JR., 876 Granite Street, Philadelphia, Pa.

On June 28, 1950, Confidential Informant | l advisad that on June 12, 1950, 

WILLIAM H. MAC FARLAND, JR., issued an open letter to the American people, 
addressed to "Ibar Friend." This letter states that the United 'World Federalists 
have been retarded in their activities toward "one world," but that a new organi¬ 
zation, the "Atlantic Union Committee," is working toward the one world through 
pressure upon the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. According to this letter. 
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the Senate Foreign Halations Committee approved tho plan of the Atlantic Union 
Committee for creating a limited World Government to be composed of the United 
States and the other governments which signed the North Atlantic Defense Pact. 

MAC FARLAND requests that the readers of this letter send communications to their 
senators and the Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, protesting 
against the creation of thi3 organization. MAC FAR LAND also states that the 
United ’World Federalists have been exposed and halted largely through the efforts 
of the Nationalist Action League.

A pamphlet issued by the United World Federalists of Pennsylvania, 1520 Race 
Street, Philadelphia, states that this group is an organization whose one and 
only aim is to promote World Federal Government to prevent war. It was farmed 
in February, 1947, and has more than three hundred chapters in more than thirty- 
five states, and student chapters in many high schools and collages throughout 
America. Its president is CORD MEYER, JR., a veteran of the last war, who .is 
the author of the book "Peace or Anarchy." This organization has its national 
headquarters at 31 Bast 74th Street, New York City. 

The following is a statement of the beliefs of the United World Federalists, pub¬ 
lished by the National Headquarters. 

"We believe that peace is not merely the absence of war but the presence 
of Justice, of lave, of order—in short, of government and the institutions

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of government; that world peace can bo created and maintained only under 
a Wo rid Federal Government universal and strong enough to prevent armed 
conflict between nations and having direct jurisdiction over the indi¬ 
viduals in those matters within its authority." 

"Statement of Purposes 1 

Therefore, while endorsing the efforts of the United Nations to bring 
about a florid community favorable to peace, we will work to create a World 
Federal Government with authority to enact, interpret, and enforce world 
law adequate to maintain peaces Cl) by making use of the amendment process 
of the United Nations to transform it into such a World Federal Govern¬ 
ment; (2) by participating in a world constituent assembly, whether of 
private individuals, parliamentary, or other groups seeking to produce or 
draft constitutions and consideration and possible adoption by the United 
Nations or by national governments in accordance with their respective 
constitutional processes; and (3) by pursuing any other reasonable and 
lawful means to achieve World Federation."

that he says would develop the United Nations into a sovereign world state and 
include Soviet Russia and her European and Asiatic satellites. He also states 
that these measures pending before Congress would result in the disarmament of 
our country and would place all atomic and other weapons in the hands of a 
foreign-dominated world police force, and that they would provide for the arrest 
of American citizens by the world police, trial before world courts, and imprison¬ 
ment in world concentration camps, all without appeal to any U. J. court or other 
American body. MAC FARLAND also maintained thi3 scheme would be financed by a 
world tax over and above that paid to our own governir.mt. In short, the United 
States would cease to exist as a nation and would become a colony of bankrupts, 
similar to the people in Europe and Asia. 

On July 5, 1950, MAC FARLAND published an open letter addressed, "Dear Follow 
American," in which he requests the readers to act to demand that Congress 
challenge the latest move toward World Government which was taken by the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States when he designated African servicemen now fighting 
in Korea as members of a United Notions police force. The letter states that 
President TRUMAN has used the Korean situation for purposes of international 
politics. The fact that United States forces are fighting under the U. N. flag 
instead of the American flag in Korea is branded 3s treasonable by MAC FARLAND.

MAC FhRLAND' s complaint, according 
to the informant, is that the raid was alleged to have been directed against a 
3raoker in the William Penn Lodge of B'nai B’rith, but no numbers of this lodge 
were arrested and only members of the Democratic Club were held.

C. Activities as Chairman of the American 
_ Flag Committee _ 

MAC FARLAND organized the American Flag Committee ns an organ¬ 
ization to control and give impetus to tho American Flag 3eRl 
Campaign in September of 1950. The cause for undertaking such 
action on MA C F ARIAND's part originated in Philadelphia when 
Admiral CHESTER NIMIT2 officiated at n ceremony in Philadelphia 
during the early part of September, 1950, in which the United 
Nations flag was raisod above the Philadelphia Bulletin Building. 
Photographs of this ceremony carried on the front page of the 
Evening Bulletin revealed that tho American flag was conspicuous 
by its absence. To demonstrate visible opposition to what MAC 
FARLAND refers to as "United Nations flag scheme," he decided to 
issue American flag seals and the American Flag Committee thereby 
came into being.

MAC FARLAND mentioned that these Newsletters 
are furnished to worthy Individuals at no cost, and that his 
purpose in issuing this pamphlet was to solidify and coordinate 
the efforts and activities of all groups and individuals to 
whom these Newslotters are mailed, so that loyal American pat¬ 
riots rocoiving them will he in closer mutual contact.

Policies Advocated by MAC FARLAND 

A. Opposition to tho World Government 
Movement and tho United Nations 



During tho celebration of World Government Week in Philadelphia 
in October of 195^# MAC FARLAND distributed a two page circular 
entitled "A Brief Guide Report on tho World Government Movement," 
in which he criticized this movement as a threat to the American 
Constitutional Republican form of Government. MAC FARLAND's 
views of this subject, broken down under various headings, are 
03 followss 

"I. What is tho World Government Movomentf: The 
World Government Movement is composed of a combination of forces 
seeking to abolish the national independence of the United States 
of America, and to so alter its Constitution that many of the 
rights, privileges and immunities now guaranteed to its citizens 
would be either grossly abridged or totally destroyed. 

"II. Who are loading this Movement?: Professionally, 
the Movement is being led by two extremely well-financed pressure 
groups. They are tho United World Federalists, Inc., 7 East 12th 
Street, New York 3, Now York, and the Atlantic Union Committee, 
537 Fifth Avenue, Now York 17, Now York. 
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"III. What are the Programs of those Groups?: Both 
organizations agree that the final objective of the Movement must 
bo the establishment of a full-fledged World State, including 
in its framework all of the earth's peoples, in which our Country 
would be reduced to the status of n mero "colony" or adminis¬ 
trative district. They differ as to their methods for achieving 
this goal, however, as follows: The United World Federalists, 
Inc., demand an immediate World State which would orabraco the 
Soviet Union nnd hor European and Asiatic satellites, while 
the Atlantic Union Committee (obviously for reasons of strategic 
expediency) calls for an Initial World Government, excluding 
these powers, to be forme'd ty fchoao nations which are now parties 
to the Atlantic Defense Pact, This difference in iinplumontal 
procedure is the only basic one separating tho two organizations, 

"This program is border-lino treason: Tho programs 
of both groups aim toward the virtual destruction of everything 
for which Americans wore willing to dio in 1776, 1012, 1917 and 
194l* In placo of our American-controlled, constitutional repub¬ 
lican form of government (to which tho entire world flocks for 
aid), we would come under tho rule of a World Government essen¬ 
tially composed of non-Amoricans of a Communist or Socialist 
turn of mind. In their hands would be placed the World Police 
Force, the World Courts, and the sxiprome law-making bodies. 

Under a full-fledged World State, tho United States would be 
out-voted 100 to 1 on any issue involving a difference of opinion 
between our own representatives and thoso of Europe and Asia, 

Only in the matter of tho tax dollars which this super- State would 
collect (a World Tax, ovor and abovo that collected by national 
governments, is proposed by both groups), would wo make a majority 
contribution, 

"IV, How is tho World Government Movement being furth¬ 
ered: Amongst the general public, both tho United World Feder¬ 
alists, Inc,, and the Atlantlo Union Committee are using a pro¬ 
gram dosignod to inspire fear and terror. They are sonding top¬ 
flight speakers boforo church and civic groups, and audioncos 
made up of young and impressionable high school and college 
students, who draw dire word pictures of tho devastation to bo 
wrought by the A and H bombs, and by germ warfare, unless our 
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Nation takes Immediate steps to relinquish its sovereignty and 
submerge itself beneath a World Stato, 

"Of groator significance, howovor, are the powerful 
lobbying activities of both organizations at national and state 
levels. More is what they have managed to a ocomplish: 

"(a) Tho United World Fodoralist3, Inc., managed to 
persuade 91 U. S. Congressmen to Introduce Houso Concurrent Res¬ 
olution 64 Into tho House ox’ Representatives on Juno 7# 1949. 
Since that date, tho number of Houso sponsors has risen to 110, 
and Senate backers to 221 If adopted, this Resolution would 
place your Congress on official rocord as favoring tho adoption 
of a foroign policy which would sook to transform tho United 
Nations into a World Government. This Resolution now rests be¬ 
fore tho Houso Committee on Foreign Affairs, a majority of whose 
members are said to favor its passage, 

" (b) The United World Federalists, Inc., working at 
the state level, has prompted 20 State Legislatures to plaoo 
themselves in favor of a World Stato, Until this year, tho 
number was 22. Since January 1st, however, tho States of Georgia 
and California have repealed the too-hasty approval which they 
had givon, under groat pressure, to thic dangerous Movomont, In 
Georgia, tho vote to rescind was unanimous in the Houso, 34 to 
8 in the Senate, In California it was 4^ to 33 in the House, 

21 to 17 in the Senato, NOTE: California is the Stat 6 whoso 
Legislature refused to approvo World Government until a United 
World Federalist supporter obtained the aid of one ARTIE SaMISH, 
notorious lobbyist for the California liquor interest. SANISH 
made a fow telephone calls and other contacts, and, on tho foll¬ 
owing afternoon, the World State resolution slid thru tho Legis¬ 
lature . 


"(c) The Atlantic Union Committee ia sponsoring Houso 
Concurrent Resolution 107-111 and Senate Concurrent Resolution 
57# which calls upon tho President to call a conferenoc of tho 
nations which are parties to tho North Atlantic Treaty (Dofense 
Pact), to meet this year with U. S. officials, at which plans 
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for creating a ’limited’ World Government within the framework 
of the United Nations would ho mapped out. 

"V. Is the Movement treasonable?: Any movement 
which would cripplo the Government of the United States of Amer¬ 
ica, robbing its citizens of vital rights and immunities which 
have boon purchased by the blood of their forefathers and many 
of their own fathers and sons, can certninly be viewed as dis¬ 
loyal to America. Many of the followers of both the United World 
Federalists, Inc«, and the Atlantic Union Committee aro unques¬ 
tionably loyal, docent-minded, but decoived, individuals. They 
detest war (as do we all), and the deep grief of Many of those 
who have lost loved ones in World War II is being shamelessly 
exploited by the Movement's leaders. 

"VI. Who is opposing World Government?: The American 
People have been 3low to recognize the menacing nature of this 
Movement, mainly because It has dono its work with a minimum 
of publicity. In rocunt months, however, strong and healthy 
opposition has developed. The Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
Daughters of the American Revolution havo both adopted national 
resolutions condemning the Movement, as has the .imorican Coalition 
of Patriotic Societies, which represents some 85 pro-American 
organizations scattorod thruout our Ropublic, Late in 1949. the 
Republican Women of California he Id their annual convention in 
Berkeley. Thero, 400 dologntcs caso a unanimous vote against 
World Government, and against any movo to strengthen the United 
Nations in thot direction. The Partisan Republicans of California, 
a responsible organization which is soaking to wood out left¬ 
wingers in tho G.O.P., has gone upon record as opposing any move 
toward creation of a World State, as has tho Daughters of tho 
Grand Army of the liopublic and tho Daughters of the Descendants 
of tho'Mayflower.

This 
article blames the United Nations for ordering thousands of our 
soldiers into the Communist-sot trap in Korea and maintains 
that the United Nations has appeased and openly collaborated 
with our nation's enemies in Asia and Europe, MAC FARLAND 
urged al' L readers of this articlo to write and telegraph Senator 
ARTHUR VANDERBERG, demanding that our Government be liberated 
from United Nations rule and the United Nations treaty be 
rescinded by the United States Senate so that this Co'.mtry can 
properly defend itself against any Soviet attack. 

In an article prepared in February of 1951, MAC FARLAND crit¬

B. Criticism of the Present Administration 


On November 28, 1950, Confidential Informant ! [ furnished a 
mimeographed circular believed to have boon prepared by MAC FARLAND 
and addressed to the members of the 82nd Congress. This circular 
states that the President has by-passed our Congressional Rep¬ 
resentatives by taking us into war in violation of our Constitu¬ 
tional rights for the following reasons: 

(1) To divert attention from the Red 
scandal in the Administration and 
increasing unemployment in this 
Country. 

(2) To continue himself and his party 
in public office by a program of 
public spending, at the same time 
imposing upon our free people a police 
state under the smoke screen of 
fighting Reds abroad. 

MAC FARLAND sets forth the demand in this circular that the Con¬ 
gress impeach President TRUMAN, as provided by our Constitution. 

This same circular goes on to state that our Country is in grave 
danger of betrayal from within, due to retention of pro-Soviet 
homosexuals in the State Department and other Goernment agencies 
and also from Communists who aro permitted freedom to overthrow 
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our Government by force. MAC FARLAND also demands that the 
Congress of the United States bring about the removal of 
Secretary of Stoto ACHESON and enact legislation to provide 
for the imprisonment of all Communist and fellow-travelers. 

After General MAC ARTHUR was removed from his post as Adminis¬ 
trator of Japan and Suprome Commander of Military Operations in 
Korea, MAC FARLAND issued an article captioned "Will Americans 
Demand the Truth Behind the Betrayal of General DOUGLAS MAC 
ARTHUR." This article criticized President TRUMAN '3 removal 
of Oenoral MAC ARTHUR, claiming that it is merely the latest 
of a long series of moves to guarantee that we lose as many 
American lives as poasiblo before subjecting us to complete 
United Nations rule. MAC FARLAND maintains that General MAC 
ARTHUR was removed because he refused to play a part in the hidden 
moves to destroy America's strength and independence.

C. MAC FARLAND's Plan for Electing Loyal 

_Americans to Public Office_ 


Prior to the November, 1950* elections, MAC FARLAND issued a 
circular stating that this Country la faced with the fact that 
an alien force, employing Communism, Zionism, Socialism and 
World Government as thoir ideological weapons for the destruction 
of our personal libortios and national stato order, has gained 
the balance of political power in this Country, 

MAC FARLAND claims that this can bo remedied by restoring the 
balance of power to the men and woman who remain faithful to 
our Constitutional Republican form of Govornmont. He blames 
this situation on the fact that too many people do not exercise 
their right to vote, mainly because the candidates offered by 
both major parties ore unsatisfactory. His solution to this 
problem is to have loyal American write In the names of persons 
known to be loyal and qualified when a major party candidate is 
unacceptable. To give impetus to this plan, he urges citizens 
to form small political action groups in States throughout the 
Country and have all participants write to the Republican and 
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Democratic Parties* lfeadquartors, stating that they have broken 
with the idea of voting by Party labels and will cast votes on 
tbo basis of tho candidates work in supporting American principles 
of Government, and that if no worthy candidate is offered, write- 
in votes will bo cast. 

MAC FARLAND next urges members of the proposed political action 
committoosto prepare questionnaires to bo sent to all candidates 
seeking thoir votes. This form was to contain questions concern¬ 
ing tho candidate's stand on koy questions of tho day. For ox- 
ample--does ho favor tho establishment of a World Government, 
will ho support such patriots as Senator JOSEPH MC CARTHY in 
thoir efforts to wood out treason in high places, how does ho 
stand on F.E.P.C. and othor minority class legislation, 

MAC FARLAND also statos that with this questionnaire a letter 
should bo sont stating that tho writer must have honest and spec¬ 
ific answers to tho questions posod. If tho candidate refuses 
to roply, ho urgos citizens to ndviso the Local and National 
Committees of tho political parties that thoy cannot vote for 
tho particular party candidate boenuso thoy do not know whether 
he would act as thoir representative).

D. Racial Prejudice and Opposition to Minority 
Groups 

In September of 1950, MAC FARLAND issued a mimeographed circular 
captioned "Protest Houso Resolution 28l(.8--a Bill to Violate tho 
United States Constitution." This article attacks House Resol¬ 
ution 284.8 as a moasure which if passed into law, would seriously 
impair and restrict Article One of tho Bill of Rights, 

House Resolution 2848 providos that it shall bo unlawful to crit¬ 
icize any minority racial group as such, and MAC FARLAND states 
that it is no doubt primarily aimed at suppressing tho growing 
American dlsfcasto ovor tho tactics of"Jowish Zionist murdors"In 
Palestine, as woll as the plans for importing from one hundred 
thousand to eight hundrod thousand European rofugoes into this 
Country. 
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He claims that this measure has been supported by most of the 
minority racial groups which seek to use Its provisions as a 
weapon to suppress any and all criticism of themselves and 
activities of the un-American operations of the various pressure 
fronts which they have created.

In a letter to U. S. Representative E. L. FORRESTER in April 
of 1951* MAC FARLAND states that Representative FORRESTER's" 
remarks concerning the need for segregation in our Armed Forces 
contained in the appendix to the Congressional Records of April

the negro population of America is being deliberately agitated 
by a score of pressure groups, ninety per cent of which are con¬ 
trolled or dominated by the Jewish people.

MuC FARLAND was arranging an on-the-spot protest meeting to be held in rfaBhingtcn, 
D. C., August 23, 1950, against replacement of the American flag by the United 
Nations emblem in the Far East. On August 18, 1950, this same informant stated 
this meeting was canceled, and instead, a delegation of five Pennsylvania citi¬ 
zens, led by KAO FARLAND, would travel to Washington September 18, 1950, to 
protest not only the use of the U. N. flag in the Far East, but als o t,o demand 
public hearings on House Resolution 596 (Philadelphia Resolution). 1 I believed 
that this group was referred to as the ’'Constitution Day Committee" but could 
furnish no further details concerning tnis rally. 


During August, 1950, MAC F«RLAND was one of 17 signers to a telegram sent to 
President TRUMAN. This telegram is quoted as follows.

During the past six months Confidential Informant! |has advised 
that MAC FARLAND rocoived numerous articles and publications, 
issued by Nationalist groups throughout the United States and 
foreign countries. For the most part, these Nationalist organi¬ 
zations endorse the some aims and goals, and are In opposition 
of the samo things. A review of the largo quantity of National¬ 
ist literature reflects that those groups are (1) antl-Communist, 
(2) antl-Jewlsh, (3) opposed to the United Nations and any legis¬ 
lation adopted by this Country which would entangle us with other 
countries and threaten our national Independence, and (4) opposed 
to the present Administration and the majority of our Government 
leaders. 


These groups exchange literature and correspondence and aid 
each other by urging their members and supporters to purchase 
Nationalist literature and subscribe to Nationalist publications. 
The majority of the Nationalist groups are small and operate on : 
limited funds, but wage a continuous campaign to Influence mem¬ 
bers of Congress to fight for or against oertaln proposed legis¬ 
lation. It is noted that the chief target of these groups since 
the outbreak of hostilities in Korea has been the United Nations, 
which is generally referred to as a cover for spies and traitors 
and an organization deelgned to strip Americans of their Con¬ 
stitutional rights.

had been cited as subvorsivo and Fascist by the Attornoy General. 
According to the informant, this letter reflects that Senator 
MYERS did write to the Attorney Goneral on MAC FARLAND's behalf 
and received a reply from Deputy Attorney General PEYTON FORD, 
stating that the Executive Order under which the Nationalist Action 
League had been cited provided no provisions for such a hearing 
as MAC FARLAND requested. The informant goes on to state that

W. HENRY MAC FARLAND, JR. Still resides at 876 
Granite St., Phila., Pa., from which address he 
conducts affairs of Nationalist Action League, of 
which he is a Director, and of its Bub-organization# 
the American Flag Coimnlttee. Most of his present 
activities concern the latter, although he is in 
contact with several other Nationalist organizations. 
Policies advocated by MAC FARLAND, as reflected in 
his writings, include opposition to the present 
Administration, minority groups, and the United Nations. 
His criticism of the UN is given most emphasis and 
he is supporting MAC ARTHUR as the Presidential 
candidate favoring nationalism.

On behalf of the American Flag Committee, MAC FARLAND 
publishes a monthly four-page mimeographed pamphlet known as the 
Newsletter at a price of 20 cop ies fo r $1.00 and, so far as is 
known to Confidential Informant ! I this revenue and any 
voluntary contributions received in connection with speaking 
engagements at various functions, constitute MAC FARLAND's only 
source of income. 

II. ACTIVITIES ON BEHALF OF 
AMERICAN FLAG COMMITTEE 

As previously reported, MAC FARLAND formed the American 
Flag Committee as an organization to control and give Impetus to 
the American Flag Seal Campaign in September, 1950. Except for 
the publication of the Newsletter and the distribution of 
miscellaneous literature and correspondence on various topics as 
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l'7f 


issues arise, this distribution of flag seals has been the only 
activity of importance engaged in by MAC FARLAND in connection 
with the organization, but it has been continued without 
interruption, haa been rather wide-spread, and has been the basiB 
for the founding of several other chapters of the AFC in other 
sections of the country. These new chapters, in turnj have appeared 
to restrict their activity mainly to the distribution of the flag 
seals and the Newsletter. 

The following material reflects specific examples and 
the scope of MAC FARLAND's activity on behalf of the AFC.

MAC FARLAND represented the 
AFC at this conference and stated that he was elected Chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, MAC FARLAND also stated in the 
Newsletter that through his efforts the latter Committee, the

III. CONTACTS WITH OTHER

During the paajfcseveral months, information received from 
Confidential Informant has indicated that MAC FARLAND has 
corresponded with representatives of various Nationalist groups 
throughout the country, exchanging literature in support of the 
views which they mutually hold. All of these groups share 
MAC FARLAND'S stand In opposing the United Nations and any legis¬ 
lation allying us with other nations, as a threat to the continued 
existence of our independent sovereignty. Along with MAC FARLAND, 
they also view Communism and the Jewish Race as instruments 
through which our Democratic institutions will be completely 
destroyed in the absence of vigorous opposition and they generally 
vor Mac ARTHUR as Republican candidate for President as opposed 
to EISENHOWER, who is considered the tool of those seeking 'Aorld 
Government. 


Through the solicitation of MAC FARLAND and by other in¬ 
direct means, these Nationalist groups have also taken an active 
part in advertising the Flag Seal Campaign of MAC FARLAND'S American 
Flag Committee and they have obtained and distributed man;, of these 
seals, which has stimulated the functioning of chapters of the 
American Flag Committee in various sections of the United States.

In this Newsletter, MAC FARLAND described 
UNESCO bb being "a subversive organization consciously furthering 
a campaign calculated to pervert the teaching profession in this 
county, and to destroy the work and integrity of America's first 
bulwark of freedom - our tax-supported public schools." MAC FARLAND 
continued by stating that UNESCO's scheme to pervert public education 
appeared in a series of nine volumes entitled "Towards World Under¬ 
standing" which presume to instruct kindergarten and elementary 
grade teachers in the fine art of preparing our youngsters for the 
day when their first loyalty v/ill be to a World Government of 
which the United States will form but an administrative part. 

In describing these booklets, MAC FARLAND states that 
they read like the propaganda put out by the United World Federalists, 
Inc., which has been denied tax exemption because of its specifically 
political nature.

In this Newsletter, 
MAC FARLAND condemned the UN flag and the practice of flying this 
flag in preference to the United States flag. He cited an instance 
wherein the City of Denver, Colorado, allowed the UN flag to fly 
above the American flag, MAC FARLAND also pointed out what he 
considered to be the similarity between the UN flag emblem and the 
Soviet Arms Emblem. 


On December 27, 1951, Confidential Informant ! [ made 
available a copy of AFC Newsletter ;'15 for December, 1951, which 
the Informant had obtained from MAC FARLAND. This paper again 
attacks the UN and UNESCO, (the United Nations Educational, 

Scientific and Cultural Organization), branding the latter as 
"a part of the overall drive being carried on by all UN agencies 
to reconstitute the world body as an International" rilling power. 

In this Newsletter, MAC FARLAND indicated that commencing in January^ 
1952, the monthly reports of the AFC would be known as the "Phila¬ 
delphia Newsletter" rather than the "Newsletter", and also that the 
"Philadelphia Newsletter", as well as the other correspondence 
emanating from the AFC, would bear a newly designed AFC insignia. 


On March 12, 1952, a copy of AFC Newsletter "16 fo r 
January, 1952 was received from Confidential Informant I I This 
Newsletter, captioned ‘1952 - A. year for Courage and Active Citizer 1 1 
ship" callB for a complete "repudiation of internationalism as a 
principle of United States foreign policy." It is pointed out that 
the two leading World State Pressure Groups, the United Uorld 
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Federalists, Inc., and the Atlantic Union Committee, (although 
differing somewhat in their programs since the latter opposes 
UFVl's plan to include Soviet Russia in a proposed V.'orld Government)., 
are both cooperating toward the central objective of destroying th^ 
United States as an independent aovesreign nation. MAC FARLAND then

In this letter, MAC FARLAlfD 
opposed the nomination of General DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER as the 
Republican candidate for President in 1952, condemning him for 
permitting "the Red Army to occup;, nearly half of the We stern Old 
V.'orld" and questioning whether the decorations received by EISENHOWER 
from a high Red Army Officer "were so presented as a genuine token 
of appreciation for services rendered." The Informant did not know 
whether this letter or a copy thereof was ever sent to Representative 


F. ENDORSEMENT OF MAC ARTHUR 

Confidential Informant! |indicated on April 1, 1952 that 
MAC FARLAND had stated, as of March 25, 1952, that he had been working 
very closely with "Fighters for MAC ARTHUR" in Pennsylvania since 
last December and was on the ballot in the Fifth Congressional 
District as a MAC ARTHUR-pledged delegate-candidate to the Republican 
National Convention. 

In fact, on April 18, 1952, the same Informant advised 
that MAC FARLAND 'a name aopeared as the writer of a form letter 
on the letterhead of "Fighters for MAC ARTHUR", the Pennsylvania 
headquarter* of which was indicated as | | Pa. 

This lettar was addressed "Dear Fellow-American", and urged a large 
write-in vote for MAC ARTHUR in the primary election in Pennsylvania 
on April 22, 1952 and vigorous support to secure his election to the 
Presidency in order that he might defend the country from Communism 
and "the forces of evil shall endanger our national being." 
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In the April, 1952 Newslette r "17■ made available on 
May 15, 1952 by Confidential Informant l I MAC FARLAND characterized 

the claim that the EI3ENH0YIER-For-President Campaign represented 
a "grass-root citizens movement' 1 as one bf the greatest frauds ever 
perpetrated upon the American public. He indicated that EISENHO’.JER 
was being groomed by skilled political planners who might try to 
obtain for him the Presidential nomination on the tickets of both 
major political parties and thus retire our two-party system of 
government from operation as the first step toward internatlonallsiji. 
He then urged the support of MAC ARTHUR as the standard-bearer who 
could preserve our national intelligence and present form of 
Government, He also urged a re-alignment of the two party system to 
make it conform to the two basic ideologies of nationalism and 
representative Government on the one hand, as opposed to inter¬ 
nationalism and government by executive decree on the other. 

MAC FARLAND concluded by explaining that lack of 
sufficient financial support to provide paid workers had thrown the 
full task of all of the organization's work on him and that urgent 
activities requiring. pfrior attention had necessitated the omission 
of Newsletter for the months of February and March, 1952, 

Although the title of the periodical "Newsletter: remained 
the same. It did contain for the first time the now AFC Insignia 
(promised In the December, 1951 Nev/sletter), as a part of the heading 
This lnelgnla consisted of the initials AFC surrounded by a circular 
border, within which appeared the motto "Loyal to God and the 
Republic. 

V. EFFORTS TO HAVE NATIONALIST 

ACTION LEAGUE REMOVED FROM THE 
ATTORNEY GENERAL'S LIST_ 


MAC FARLAND has continued his efforts to have the 
Nationalist Action League removed from the list of organizations 
compiled by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
the provisions of Executive Order 9835 . 

On December 18 , 1951, Confidential Informant | | made b2 
available a letter, dated December 13, 1951, prepared by MAC FARLAND, 
in which he summarized the steps in this struggle, as well as his 
general activities in connection with the NAL. This letter in part 
is as follows: 
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"In 1948 I established the Committee for 
Nationalist Action* whose ONLY purpose wae 
to oppose the Nev? Deal faction at the National 
Convention, and to Bupport the Southern 
Democracts In their opposition to the 
Trumanltea. We distributed literature and 
operated a sound truck — nothing more. 

Later in that year, I organized the Nationalist 
Action League (the Committee for Nationalist 
Action having been art up as a temporary body 
only). Until April. 1949* the ONLY activities 
engaged in by tb<? League were those (1) opposing 
Socialized M«<»lclne, and (2) a hard and 
miccessfu2 battle to defeat FEPC legislation 
at Harrisburg, where four separate votes were 
required to kill It. 

"Approximately a week after the Legislature 
adjourned. Attorney-General Clark issued hie 
supplemental list of organizations alleged to 
be subversive. It included both the Committee 
for Nationalist Action and the Nationalist 
Action League. 

"On May 3, 1949, I Journeyed alone to Washington, 
to protest. In a notarized statement, I 
charged the Attorney-General's Office with 
circulating libellous charges against our groups, 
and my voluntary oath of loyalty to our Government 
was submitted to permit ray arrest on charges 
of perjury, if the Justice Department could 
present evidence of subversive activity on ray 
part. 

"Appeals to the Attorney General for a complete 
investigation of myself and ray groups, and for 
a PUBLIC review of the entire matter, were 
fruitless. I appealed to the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities for a hearing, but 
was advised that since the Committee had not 
cited my groups, it could not act as a review 
board for the actions of the Attorney Oeneral. 

I then contacted the President's Loyalty Revlevr 
Boar d, with the same n egative response coming 
1 j 7C' from I I My appeals of Congress 

v/ent without action, and I had no funds with 
vrhich to fight the matter in the courts." 
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On January 9, 1952, Confidential Informant _ lhade 

available a mimeographed letter, d4ted September 25, 1^50 oh the 
stationery of the NAL, which was addressed to the Honorable J. 
HOWARD MC GRATH, U. S, Attorney General, Washington, D. C. This 
letter in content is somewhat similar to the above mentioned letter 
and demands that the Attorney General afford the NAL a hearing 
in accordance with the Subversive Activities Control Legislation. 
MAC FARLAND again insists that the NAL should be cited as 
subversive rather than Fascist so that procedure provided by the 
new legislature to secure a hearing and refute that charge might 
be invoked. 

VI. CONTROVERSY RE MACRO-SCOPES 

In September, 1951, W. HENRY MAC FARLAND, JR. beban 
writing a column entitled "MACro-Scopes" for the weekly publication 
"Legion Post." In the heading of the "Legion Post", a statement 
appears indicating that the paper is the official veterans 
publication for Delaware County, Pa. 

The articles, written by MAC FARLAND which appeared in 
the "Legion Post",are hereinafter set out by title followed by a 
summary of the subject matter. 

"United World Federalists and UNESCO - 
A Dangerous Team" 


This article describes the United World 
Federalists, Inc., as being one of the "leading 
political pressure groups operating to convert 
the UN into an all-powerful World Government," 
MAC FARLAND also criticizes UNESCO and he did 
in the AFC Newsletter #13. 


"Some Things to be Learned About 
Treaty Law" _ 


Ifc tkla article, MAC FARLAND expresses his 
alarm over the fact that treaties can become 
law hmrely by Senate ratification and compares 
this procedure to the ordinary rule of 
legislative procedure requiring adoption of 
the lav; by both Houses of Congress.
